The Service is particularly concerned about potaatial impacts thae proposed
projsct may have on smtream ecosystema and-assoclated wotlandy within the atudy
corrider. At lsast 2 stream andfor wetland crossings are prasent in tha study
corridor. Special care should ba axercised in the design and implemantation of

all stream crogaing structures.
The Sarvica’s review of .any environmental document would be greatly facilitated
if it contained the following information:
